Enquiry into the Truth of the Reports circulated to his Prejudice, without ditectly alarming 
him; I have therefore taxen upon me to depute Mr. Daniel Barwell, who is now with me „pon 
a Viſit, and who; ag he concurred with me in the Propriety of the Meaſure, and had no Affairs 
of Conſequence to demand his Preſence at Benares, has been kind enough to accept the Commiſ- 
ſion, to proceed immediately to Fyzoolah Khan, to make ſtrict Enquiry upon the Spot into the 


paſt Conduct and apparent Views of that Chief, that he may at once either be cleared of Suſpi- 


cion, or puniſhed by the Vizier, if it ſhall appear that he has infringed the Articles of the Treaty. 
—Admitting that the Rohilla Chief's Deſigns are friendly, his extraordinary Solicitude to obtain 
the Guarantee of the Company is conſiſtent, and the Reaſon obvious—having heard of the Re- 
ports circulating to his Prejudice, and of the Acts of Injuſtice and Oppreſſion which the Vizier 
is conſtantly exerxiſing upon thoſe who are wholly at his Mercy, he is apprehenfive leſt his Ex- 
cellency, deſirous of ſeizing his Country and involving him in Ruin, ſhould avail himſelf of theſe 
Reports to execute his Purpoſe. For theſe Reaſons, and as the Treaty between Fyzoolah Khan 
and the late Nabob was made under the Sanction of the Engliſh, I hope the Honourable Board 


will approve of the Step I have taken, as it will be the Means of obviating any Diſputes between 


the Vizier and Fyzoolah Khan, and in Caſe of the latter's acquitting himſelf, will give him a 
Confidence in the Company, which may induce him to look up to that Influence as the ſureſt 
Defence againſt any Invaſion of his Rights, and thereby render him a faithful and perhaps a 
uſeful Ally upon ſome future Emergency.—lf therefore, after the Inveſtigation made by Mr, 
Barwell on the Spot, it ſhall appear, that the Reports ſpread to the Prejudice of Fyzoolah Khan, 
are without any juſt Foundation, and that he has not in any Shape ſwerved from his Duty and 
Allegiance to the Vizier, I requeſt to know, whether the Honourable Board will be pleaſed to 
grant me Permiſſion to comply with his Requeſt of the Company's guaranteeing his Treaty with 
the Vizier, that I may inſtruct Mr, Barwell, either to encourage or wholly ſuppreſs any Negocia- 


tion that may have this Tendency, 


As there appeared to me an immediate Neceſſity to depute ſome Perſon on the Part of the Ho- 


nourable Company, to ſearch into the Truth of theſe Reports, in order to prevent the inſtant 
Effect of any Alarms which the Vizier's Conduct may have given to Fyzoolah Khan, I hope 
the Propriety of the Meaſure will excuſe my having availed myſelf of Mr, BarwelPs Abilities 
and Knowledge of the Perſian Language in this Buſineſs, as Mr. Chandler, my Head Aſſiſtant, 
is fully employed in aſſiſting me in the Accounts, and other current Buſineſs of my Office; and 
Mr. Bathurſt is not returned from his public Miſſion with Mirza Saudut Ali.

Security of our Ally and the Honourable Company's Intereſt, to make a ſtrict Enquiry into the 
Situation and Views of the Rohilla Chief, that if he really entertains any Deſigns hoſtile to the 


Vizier's Government, they may be effectually cruſhed before he has acquired ſufficient Strength, 


or formed Connections, which would enable him to make Reſiſtance- To effect this important 
Object, it appears to me indiſpenſably neceſſary that a Gentleman, on whoſe Report intire Re- 
liance may be had, ſhould proceed immediately to the Capital of Fyzoolah Khan, to make par- 
ticular Enquiry on the Spot, into the ſeveral Heads of Complaint which have been alledged 
againſt that Chief; and as I have no Aſſiſtant at preſent with me but Mr. Chandler, or any other 
Perſon ſufficiently acquainted with the Languages of the Country to take upon him ſuch a 
Commiſſion, I avail myſelf of the Permiſſion you have given me, to make Uſe of your Services; 
and now trouble you with the following Inſtructions for your Guidance in the Execution of this 


Truſt, 
« You will proceed with all convenient Speed to Rampore, the Reſidence of Fyzoolah Khan, 


and, deliver to him the incloſed Letter from me, which ferves as a perſonal Introduction to him, 


and alſo as an Intimation of the Purpoſes of your Miſſion. 
« You will be pleaſed to acquaint him with the Particulars of the Reports which have been 


circulated to the Prejudice of his Character and good Faith; and impreſs ſtrongly upon his Mind, 
the Neceſſity of his acquitting himſelf of them, if he wiſhes to continue upon Terms of Friend- 
ſhip with the Engliſh, or preſerve the Alliance of the Vizer. You will pleaſe to have his Army 
muſtered before you, or aſcertain, by any other Means which you may belt approve, the exact Num- 
ber of Troops he retains in his Service, and in what Manner they are employed; you will allo en- 
deavour to diſcover with whom he holds Correſpondence, what is the Nature of it, and through 


what Channel he carries it on.

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« You will further make particular Enquiry into the State of the Country, its Defences, and its 


annual Revenue; theſe are the Objects which I have particularly to recommend to your Enquiry, 
and to requeſt your Obſervations upon; but I ſhould be glad you would communicate to me in 
general, any other Diſcoveries you may make during your Reſidence with Fyzoolah Khan, which 
you ſhall judge worthy the Notice of the Vizier's, or our own Government. 5 

4 J have addreſſed the Honourable Board upon the Subject of your Miſſion; and for your further 
Information, now incloſe you a Copy of my Letter, from which you will perceive, there is a Pol- 
ſibility of your being entruſted with the Management of further Negociations with Fyzoolah

will not wholly repreſs all Hopes of the Kind, but make yourſelf acquainted with his Motive

« The Evening of my Arrival at Rampore, the Capital of the Nabob Fyzoolah Khan, I waited 
on him, and delivered to him your Letter of Introduction, which intimated to him the Intent of 
my Miſſion. N | | 8 

„ The Day following he returned my Viſit; when I ſeparately explained to him the ſeveral Re- 
ports that had been raiſed to his Prejudice, by accuſing him of having broken many Articles of 
the Treaty granted him by the Indulgence of the late Vizier Sujah-ul-Dowlah : In each parti- 
cular of theſe Reports, he replied in te fulleſt and moſt ſatisfactory Manner, Not thinking it pro- 
per to truſt to his bare Affirmation on Points which, for his own Preſervation, he would naturally 
deny, I requeſted him to iſſue immediate Orders for the muſtering of all his Troops; for as that 
was the grand Point which would evince his Intentions, if hoſtile or friendly, it was neceſſary, I 
told him, I ſhould arrive at a Certainty as to their Number and Strength, by the moſt expeditious 
Means; that therefore he muſt not put any uniriendly Conſtruction on my Requiſition, as, if he 


were conſcious of not having broken his Treaty in this Reſpe&, a fair Opportunity was now- 


afforded him to wipe off the Stain of ill Faith, with which general Report had marked him, and 
to clear his Character of all Suſpicion, vw 

& With this Declaration he ſeemed well pleaſed ; and the next Morning gave Orders for all his 
Troops to be ſummoned from the different Quarters of the Country: No ſooner were they aſſem- 
bled, but I had them inſtantly muſtered before me, when, inſtead of finding them to exceed the 
Number ſpecified in the Treaty, I found, on the contrary, they rather fell ſhort of it; upon en- 
quiring of him the Cauſe of this, he informed me, that he did in Reality maintain in his Service 
Five thouſand Troops, agreeable to his Treaty, and that the ſmall Deficiency which appeared upon 
the preſent Muſter, aroſe from ſome few being in diftant Parts of the Country, who were not as 
yet come in, He further informed me, that he had ſcarcely Occaſion for all the Troops he had in 
his Service, as a ſmaller Number would ſerve for his Collections, in which Buſineſs they were alone 


employed, but that he entertained them merely becauſe that Number was expreſsly ſpecified in his 


Treaty, leſt he ſhould be unexpectedly called on by the Vizier to aſſiſt him, when, if his Troops 
ſhould be found to be incomplete, it might afford a Pretext for the Vizier's Diſpleaſure. He then 
proceeded to tell me, that it muſt be evident to all, and I muſt be ſenſible, that theſe Troops were 
inſufficient tor any hoſtile Purpoſes, when the whole Power of the Rohillas had been with Eaſe 
ſubdued by the Vizier and his Ally the Company, and that therefore thoſe who accuſed him of 
ſuch Intentions, at the ſame Time accuſed him of Inſanity, of which his Actions in general would 
ſufficiently vindicate him; that, as for his holding a ſecret Correſpondence with Zabita Khan, and 
others diſaffected to the Vizier's Government, he offered to ſwear in the molt folemn Manner, that 
ſuch Aſſertions were utterly falle ; and obſerved, that they would not bear a ſtrict and juſt Exami- 
nation, for that a Correſpondence of that Nature could not benefit him, while ic might involve 
him in Troubles to his Ruin; it was therefore abſurd to ſuppoſe he ſhould enter into Connections, 
which muſt inevitably draw on him the Reſentment of the Vizier, and in conſequence of our Go—

* Accuſation home to him; it is therefore but juſt to ſuppoſe his own good Senſe and Reflection 
e have pointed out to him the Folly of engaging in Purſuits, to which he might have been courted, 
« and that, ſtrongly as he might be inclined to aid and aſſiſt his diſperſed Countrymen, a Conviction 
« that all his Endeavours would prove ineffectual of the End propoſed, and draw down certain Ruin 
on himſelf, has led him to break off all Connection with them and their Party. 

No ſooner had I expreſſed myſelf ſatisfied as to the Unjuſtneſs of the Reports, than Fyzoolah 
« Khan inſtantly informed me, that he had already made Application to you for a Renovation of his 
« Treaty with the late Vizier, and the Guarantee of the Company, without which he affirmed he 
« could not look upon himſelf as ſecure in his preſent Poſſeſſions. When I aſked him his Reaſons for 
« theſe Fears, and for the Earneſtneſs he expreſſed to obtain the Guarantee of the Company, he began 
« to enter into a long Detail of the Vizier's Actions of late, and particularly mentioned his Reſump- 


| «© tion of ſeveral Grants made by his Father; and declared, that in fo fluctuating a Government as the 


« Vizier's, in which no Treaty was regarded as binding, he was under continual Fear of being op- 
e preſſed by Violence and Injuſtice, and deprived- of thoſe Poſſeſſions he now held by virtue of his 
« Treaty; that his Enemies had raiſed theſe Reports with a View to his Ruin, which upon the ſtricteſt. 
&« Inveſtigation had proved to be falſe and injurious ; that from this, the Diſpoſition of the Vizier's 
« Court in general towards him was obvious; that it was at all Times in their Power to circulate 
„ Reports of this Nature, and that the Vizier, without enquiring into the Truth or Fallacy of them, 
might, under Pretence of Juſtice, diſpoſſeſs him of his Country; that the Company were the only 
« Power in which he had Confidence, and which he could look up to for Protection; that as they 
« were the Allies of the late Vizier Sujah ul Dowlah, they were in a Manner bound to defend the 
« Treaty made by him; that he, Fyzoolah Khan, had till lately imagined his Treaty had been 
« granted to him under the Sanction of the Company, from Colonel Champion's affixing his Signa- 
« ture thereto as a Witneſs; that he therefore relied upon the Juſtice of the Honourable Board, the 
<« Repreſentatives of the Company, to effectually prevent all Encroachments on the Part of the 
e Vizier, as long as he ſhould be obſervant of every Condition ſtipulated in his Treaty, by allowing 
<« it to be guaranteed in the Name of the Company, or by entering into a ſeparate Agreement for his 
&« Defence and Protection. : 

If the Honourable Board have not already given you the proviſional Power to grant the Guas 
© rantee of the Company to this Treaty with the Vizier, you will be pleaſed to tranſmit to them my 
« Letter, that being made acquainted with the Unjuſtneſs of the Reports, and the Nabob's Motives 
6 3 ſoliciting the Guarantee, they may determine on the Propriety of granting or with- 
« holding it. — 

« Agreeable to your Injunctions, I have avoided, as much as lay in my Power, giving Fyzoolah 
« Khan any poſitive Aſſurances of his Application for the Guarantee of the Company being complied 
* with; though, from his aſſuring me his Continuance in his Dominions entirely depended on it, and 
e that he ſhould regard a Refuſal as a tacit Order for him to withdraw to ſome other Country, I have 
«© been under the Neceſſity of encouraging him with Hopes of Succeſs. I requeſt you will favour 
„ me with ow Inſtructions on this Point with all Haſte, that my Stay here may not be longer than 
« what is abſolutely neceſſary.” g 


And Your Committee find, That Mr. Middleton having communicated the Proceedings on this 
Subject to the Council General at Calcutta, the Council General, on the gth of March 1778, upon 
the Motion of the Governor General, approved of his having deputed Mr. Daniel Barwell to Fyzoolah 
Khan, for the Purpoſes repreſented in his Letter, and authorized him to grant the Company's 


Guarantee to the Treaty ſubſiſting between the Nabob and him, provided it met with the Nabob's 


Concurrence; but if any Objection ſhould be made to it, he was immediately to adviſe the Council 
General on the Subject, before he proceeded any further in that Negociation - Which Concurrence 
your Committee find was given by the Vizier, and that the Company accordingly became Guarantees 
ro the Jaghire granted by the Nabob to Fyzoolah Khan. | | 
But this Act of Council did not paſs without Oppoſition ; for Mr. Francis, in a Minute delivered 
at Council, declared, “that nothing is more notorious, than that the Nabob of Oude has no more 
« Power in his Dominions than I have,” Mr. Francis diſapproved of the whole Proceeding in very 
pointed Terms, and particularly referred it to the Conſideration of the Company; a Copy of the 
Proceedings of the gth of March 1778, Your Committee have thought proper to annex in the Ap- 
endix N* 1. | | 
. Your Committee cannot avoid ſtating to the Houſe, a very extraordinary Circumſtance which oc- 
curted in the Courſe of this Negociation : When Mr. Middleton tranſmitted the Inſtrument which 
uaranteed the Treaty, it was ſigned by himſelf, and ſealed with his Seal; the Nabob Fyzoolah 
han repreſented to Mr. Barwell, that the Guarantee which he had chiefly requeſted, and on which 
all his Deperidence was placed, by not having the Seal of the Company, was not what he had from 
the Beginning ſo earneſtly deſired, and that nothing leſs than renewing the Guarantee, with the 


Company's Seal affixed to it, would convince him, that in Caſe of an Infraction of his Treaty on the

And Your Committee find, That when Mr. Barwell reported this Matter to Mr. Middleton, he

« ſuppoled, or heard it ſuggeſted, that the Company were underſtood to be Parties in it. Moreover, 
« a Man of Fyzoolah Khan's Cautiouſneſs and Knowledge of Buſineſs, had he underſtood the Com- 
« pany's Guarantee to have been annexed to his Treaty with Sujah Dowlah, cannot be ſuppoſed to

Your Committee obſerve, That on the Concluſion of this Negociation, Fyzoolah Khan paid a 
Lack of Rupees to the Vizier, as an Acknowledgment to his Superior ; he alſo preſented a Lack of 
Rupees to the Company, as a Teſtimony of his Gratitude for the Obligation he had received from 
the Company by their Guarantee. Mr. Francis objected to the Acceptance of the Lack of Rupees 
for the Company; he thought it beneath the Dignity of their Government to accept it, and that it 
would diſcredit them in the Eyes of the Indian Powers ; but the Majority of the Council were of a 
contrary. Opinion, and agreed to accept the Preſent to the Company z and, in conſequence of the Go- 
vernor GeneraPs Motion, it was agreed, that he ſhould write to Fyzoolah Khan to confirm the Obli- 
gation of the Company as Guarantee to the Treaty, which, he adds, © will be equivalent in its Effect, 
though not in Form, to an Engagement ſent him with the Company's Seal affixed to it,” 

And in Order to give the Houle the fulleſt Information upon this Subject, Your Committee think 
it proper to inſert in the Appendix, Ne 2, the Letters ioſerted in the Proceedings of the 4th and 21ft 
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E- + May 1778, and the Council General's Proceedings thereupon, except ſuch as are herein before inſcrt- 
ed, and allo Extracts from the Secret Letters from Bengal, of the 2oth of March and 25th 
| May 1778. 


Your Committee find, That Mr. Middleton, the Reſident at Oude, in his Letter of the 5th of De- 
cember 1778 to the Governor General and Council, informs them, That on the Rupture with 
France he had ſuggeſted to Fyzoolah Khan, the Loan of Two thouſand Horſe, to ſerve under the 
| Company's Orders during the Continuance of the War ; and with a great Degree of Satisfaction he 
| acquaints them, that he had received from Fyzoolah Khan a formal Offer of the Aſſiſtance ſuggeſted 
to him, and that this Offer was made without any apparent Reluctance on his Part, or the ſmalleſt 
Efforts on Mr. Middleton's Part, incompatible with the Dignity of the Company; that on the con- 
trary, Fyzoolah Khan received the Propofition through his Vacqueel at the Court of Oude with an 
apparent Satisfaction, that convinced him that he was not only pleaſed, but highly flattered with the 
Idea of ſo cloſe an Union of Intereſts as this Meaſure muſt neceſſarily eftabliſh between him and the 
Company, Appendix N? 3. | : 

Your Committee having peruſed the Letter from the Nabob Fyzoolah Khan to Mr. Middleton, 
upon that Subject, and by him tranſmitted in the abovementioned Letter to the Governor General 
and Council, think it neceſſary to invrt it in this Place.

In conſequence of which, the Governor General, on the ſame Day, writes to the Nabob Vizier, 
deſiring him to require from Fyzoolah Khan the Quota of Troops ſtipulated by Treaty to be 
furniſhed by the latter for his Service, being Five thouſand Horſe, to be put under the immediate 
Command of Lieutenant Colonel Muir, commanding the Detachment at Futty Ghur.

the Natives under the immediate Government of the Country, the undiſturbed Exerciſe of their 
Religion and Cuſtoms, and to encourage Cultivation, Manufactures, and Commerce—are the 
Means by which we hope to regain the Confidence of the Native Princes and the Attachment of

And Your. Committee find, That the Court of Directors did reſume the Conſideration of this

* With reſpe& to the Third Article“, regarding Fyzoola Khan, the Rohilla Chief; before 
we could form an Opinion upon it, we were led to an Examination of ſuch Parts of your Records 
as in anywiſe related to him. | 

We found, that at the Concluſion of the Rohilla War in 1774, a Treaty was made between the 
late Sujah Dowlah and Fyzoola Khan; whereby the latter, on certain Conditions, was put into the 
Poſſeſſion of Rampore, and ſome other Diſtricts in the Rokilla Country, Though it does not appear, 
upon the Face of the Treaty, what Equivalent was made to the Vizier; yet we find, by a Letter 


from Colonel Champion, entered on your Conſultations of the 31ſt October 1774, that Fyzoola 


Khan was to give the Vizier Half his Treaſure. 

« On the gth March 1778, a conſiderable Time after the Death of Sujah Dowlah, you were 
informed, by the Reſident at the Vizier's Court, that there were Reports of hoſtile Intentions 
in Fyzoola Khan, The Reſident added, That the Rohilla Chief might be juſtly alarmed by the 
Nabob's Reſumption of a Number of Jaghires granted by his Father, and by his oppreſſive Con- 
duct in general. You were likewiſe informed, that Fyzoola Khan was ſolicitous to obtain the 
Guarantee of the Company to his Engagements with the Vizier ; and the profefſed Motives of the 
Reſident, for ſending a Deputation to Fyzoola Khan, were, © That in cafe of the latter's acquit- 
ting himſelf, it would give him a Confidence in the Company, which might induce him to look up 
to that Influence as the ſureſt Defence againſt any Invaſion of his Right, and thereby render him a 


faithful and perhaps a uſeful Ally upon ſome future Emergency.” On a Motion of the Governor 


General, the Reſident was authorized to offer the Company's Guarantee for the Obſervance of the 
Treaty; the Governor General at the ſame Time obſerving, that the many Letters which he had 
received from Fyzoola Khan, at various Times, proved the Neceſſity of ſuch an Intervention. 
„On the 4th May following the Reſident acquainted the Board, that Fyzoola Khan appeared in 
no Reſpect to have violated the Treaty; tranſinitting at the ſame Time a new Treaty under the 
Guarantee of the Company. | ;

I do myſelf the Pleaſure to encloſe to the Honourable Board, a Copy of the Letter I received 
from Fyzoola Cawn; and have alſo, by this Dawk, forwarded one from him to the Governor 
General, on the ſame Subjet: And 1 have only further to add, that what is now offered to the 
Conſideration of the Board, is only the Outlines of a Meaſure, which it is left to them to bring 
to Perfection, by ſuch Amendments or Alterations as to their Wiſdom ſhall ſeem meet. 
It will afford me particular Satisfaction to find that my Conduct in this _— has met
